1 meeting; in FY 1956, 3 mdatings; in FY 1957, 3 meetings; and so far
in FY 1950 hoe beld 3 meetings. The SC's principal sctivity during
FY 1957 was the considaration, in support of the TAC Ad Noe Committee
on Exchenges, of proposed smchanges with USSR of selrgetions of
sp2eialists in the Plalds of ferrous mefallurgy, nonferrous metallurgy,
and mdning. Twe meeiings in FY 1958 were on exchang:s amd one con-
egldered the 8C Annus’l Frport 4o the BIC and a progress report on
Priority Resesrch De?irisnciss in thelr €iaeld.

The 8C covers
divergent fields of specialization -- ferrcus and nonferrous metals -- sod
the mubstantive competence of mony 5C mesbers 1z limited. As & matter of
fuct, besides CIA, the State representative is the only SC member with sub-
stantive competence in the field -- snd, to the extent required, bilatersl
coordination iz carried out regularly. Scme of the SC mexbers have occamsion
o use the OBR estimates and the SC structure provides sn opportunity for
briefing these members on supporting methodology and dats, as wvell ss pro-
viding 3 useful vehicle for interagency ccordination of other activities in
the 80 field. Anmusl review of progress in filling recoguized Priority
Deficiencics in Research {copy of vhich was atiached to the SC anmual report)
indicntes the CIA/ORR predominance in Bloc resesrch in this field.
